E.C.C.  ELECTIONS 

ONE  BIG 
QUESTION  MARK 


The  election  for  the  student  representatives  to  the 
E.C.C.  are  this  Friday  and  by  press-time  several  unanswered 
questions  promised  to  make  this  more  than  the  token 
function  it  had  been  in  the  past. 

There  were  rumblings  of  a  power  base  coming  from  the 
University  1 00  class  who  had  shown  great  interest  in  getting 
seats.  Would  they,  if  they  did  form  a  majority  of  the 
students  in  the  E.C.C,  push  for  too  many  measures  to 
satisfy  their  own  ends  which  could  be  called  unique  from 
the  rest  of  the  student  body?  Or  were  they  just  a  refreshing 
indication  of  political  interest  which  is  spawned  from  the 
format  of  their  course?  To  optimistic  observers  this 
indication  of  interest  in  running  was  at  least  a  welcome 
change  from  past  apathy. 

As  well  as  this  there  was  a  feeling  of  indignation  as 
experienced  by  Bill  Cooper  in  the  last  edition  of  the 
Erindalian.  Had  the  students  been  railroaded  into  running 
their  own  election?  Yet  as  far  as  SAGE  was  concerned  this 
was  at  least  a  chance  to  run  an  election  with  more  effort 
and  contact  than  the  ECC  would  have  been  able  to  give.  As 
of  last  week  SAGE  was  working  on  a  introductory 
information  booklet  for  all  successful  candidates, 
pre-election  forums  and  a  caucus  to  bring  students  to  the 
meeting  briefed  on  the  issues. 

The  final  question  was,  of  course,  concerning  the 
coming  year.  In  the  past,  students  have  not  made  much 
impression  on  the  ECC.  Attendance  has  been  poor,  and 
those  that  did  come  were  ignorant  of  the  issues  generally. 
How  would  the  students  this  year  contribute? 

Resulting  from  the  haste  of  the  election,  the  answers  to 
these  questions  are  not  to  be  reached  until  later. 

It  can  only  be  hoped  that  students  who  run  and  those 
who  vote  will  make  the  effort  to  patch  up  the  poor  showing 
that  has  been  made  in  the  past. 


During  the  first  week  of  classes  a  profusion  of  signs 
appeared,  for  a  short  time,  on  the  walls  and  doors  about 
our  college.  If  you  didn't  see  or  read  them  you  heard  about 
them.  The  man  behind  the  signs  (you  win  a  free  tour  of  the 
new  building  if  you  guessed  right)  is  Erindale's  own  Ian 
Hall. 

Ian,  as  do  many  others,  recognized  Erindale's  prevailing 
apathy  and  decided  that  this  year  would  be  much  like  the 
previous  ones.  Realizing  that  we  would  be  crowded  into 
this  one  building  for  the  first  two  or  three  months  and  that 
the  student  level  of  awareness  could  be  best  aroused  at  the 
first  of  the  year,  he  literally  covered  the  walls  with  his 
creations. 

Why?  Because  he  wanted  to  generate  discussion.  He 
feels  that  what  he  wrote  on  the  signs  is  really  irrelevant.  He 
doesn't  agree  with  all  the  signs  himself.  "They  don't  present 
Ian  Hall's  views  of  Erindale  or  the  Erindale  structure."  The 
discussions  that  would  be  generated  would  be  much  more 
important  than  what  they  said. 

The  signs  were  aimed  at  the  first  year  students  mostly. 
He  feels  that  they  are  far  more  capable  of  instituting 
changes  in  our  structure  than  he  was  in  first  year.  The  signs 
were  Ian's  own  orientation  program  to  make  them  ask 
questions  .  .  .  (Who  is  Tuzo  Wilson?  Who  owns  that  house? 
Who  are  Rawlings  and  Miller?  Why  are  they  administrators 
meddling  in  academic  affairs?  etc.)  and  recognize  the 
problems  so  that  in  their  own  "fresh"  way  they  might  deal 
with  them.  He  maintains,  however,  that  even  though  most 
of  the  seconds,  thirdies,  and  fourths  have  accepted  the 
"milieu"  of  Erindale  they  are  not  beyond  help. 

Ian  is  doing  this  partly  to  appease  his  own  personal 
conscience.  He  feels  he  would  be  betraying  himself  if  he 
didn't  attempt  to  right  the  injustices  and  atrocities 
regardless  of  possible  academic  put -down  by  his  professors. 
He's  looking  out  for  himself,  sure,  but  he  does  also  care 
about  the  people  here  too.  He's  trying  to  tell  you 
something  that  he  feels  will  do  you  good. 

One  thing  Ian  feels  very  strongly  about  is  the  malady  of 
the  structure.  The  structure  can  defeat  its  own  purpose 
which  is  the  educational  process.  This  problem  of  structure 
has  generated  other  problems  as  well.  He  feels  that  the 
superficial  looking  structure  of  pincipal,  deans,  associate 
deans,  professors,  assistant  professors,  etc.  is  not  really  that  ■ 
superficial.  He  feels  that  it  goes  right  down  to  the  gut-level 
of  the  students.  This  structure  determines  what  the  student 
learns.  It  decides  "what  is  right  to  learn".  He  offered  the 
example  of  one  of  his  own  classes.  After  Prof.  Spiegel  had 
told  the  students  they  could  do  anything  they  wanted  to  do 
that  related  to  the  topic  (communications  in  this  case)  he 
vetoed  suggestions  for  sensitivity  groups  even  though  he 
(Ian)  feels  that  they  are  a  viable  form  of  interpersonal 
communication.  Why  did  the  professor  veto  the  suggestion? 
Because  he  was  responsible  to  superiors  who  he  thought 
wouldn't  agree  ethically.  Ian  maintains,  through  this 
example,  that  you  can't  learn  what  you  want  to  learn. 

Ian  didn't  or  couldn't  give  a  method  for  correcting  the 
system.  But  he,  as  he  puts  it,  is  "attacking  the  animal  from 
as  many  sides  as  possible."  He  is  working  from  within  by 
sitting  on  the  E.C.C.  (he's  running  again  this  year)  and 
keeping  in  touch  with  what  is  happening  around  Erindale. 
He's  working  from  the  outside  with  his  signs. 

The  signs,  however,  lived  short,  if  exciting  lives.  Ian  was 
quite  disappointed  in  the  sophistication  of  both  those  who 
took  them  down  (principly  Evelyn  W.),  and  those  who 
watched.  "Putting  up  signs  is  one  thing"  he  says  "but 
taking  them  down  is  a  totally  different  thing."  He  suggested 
three  alternatives  to  those  who  disagreed.  They  could  have 
put  another  sign  beside  it  stating  their  opinion  of  either  his 
sign  or  himself.  They  could  have  added  to  the  signs,  in  a 
non-defacing  manner.  (He  said  many  of  the  signs  were  left 
partially  blank  for  this  purpose).  Or  they  could  have 
confronted  Ian  and  asked  him  to  take  them  down.  But  the 
people  who  feel  the  animosity  toward  him,  the  ones  who 
call  him  the   "resident  student   radical",  the  ones  whose

S.A.C.  Votes  Yes 

On  Important  Erindale 

Amendments

Last  Wednesday  at  a 
marathon  six  hour  session, 
the  University  of  Toronto 
Student's  Council  (S.A.C.) 
made  a  revolutionary 
decision  on  behalf  of  the 
satellite  campuses  of 
Erindale  and  Scarborough. 
The  S.A.C.  voted  a 
constitutional  amendment 
giving  Erindale  and 
Scarborough  one  member 
each  on  the  executive  and 
the  right  to  set  up  a  Satellite 
Committee.  This  came  after 
seven  months  of  hard  and 
frustrating  work  by  last 
year's  S.A.C.  rep  Su  Crowe. 

When  Craig  Rukins, 
Judicial  Commissioner  of 
S.A.C.  noted  that  the 
constitution  of  S.A.C.  did 
not  specify  whether  a 
constitutional  amendment 
had  to  be  passed  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  all 
S.A.C.  members  or  just  by  a 


two-thirds  majority  of  those 
voting  members  present.  A 
short  well  argued  debate 
followed.  As  S.A.C.  has 
always  voted  constitutional 
amendments  on  a  two  thirds 
majority  of  those  present, 
this  feeling  prevailed  and  Su 
Crowe  began  her  speech  for 
the  amendments. 

After  giving  a  short 
background  note,  she  stated 
that  the  satellite  colleges  did 
not  want  to  settle  the  issue 
with  S.A.C.  by  means  of 
referendums  at  the  two 
campuses  but  by 
negotiations  at  the 
conference  table. 

After  a  move  that  the 
question  be  put  to  a  vote 
was  defeated,  Phil  Dack, 
one  of  Erindale's  present 
members,  moved  that 
S.A.C.  accept  a  motion  for 
the  amendments  and  spoke 
eloquently  for  the  motion.

S.A.G.E.  COUGHS-UP 


RETICENTLY 


A  tight  $20,000  budget  has  been  pounded  out  by 
S.A.G.E.  this  year  for  student  activities. 

At  a  meeting  on  Monday,  September  28,  ten  S.A.G.E. 
representatives,  ten  Club  representatives  and  eight  observers 
developed  the  first  budget  S.A.G.E.  has  ever  handed  down 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Treasurer,  Paul  Fairgrieve,  estimated  that  this  year's 
S.A.G.E.  revenue  will  total  $26,763.00.  This  figure  is  based 
on  the  student  enrollment  at  Erindale. 

The  University  of  Toronto  collects  $10.00  per  student, 
in  their  Tuition  fees,  for  S.A.G.E. 

In  addition,  the  University-wide  Students' 
Administrative  Council  gives  S.A.G.E.  fifty  percent  of  the 
13.00  per  head  fee  it  collects  from  Erindale  students. 

The  difference  between  the  established  budget  and  the 
estimated  revenue  is  being  retained  as  a  buffer  figure  by 
S.A.G.E. 

S.A.G.E.  President,  Bob  Rudolf  said  this  money  will 
not  be  pinned  down  until  after  February  15,  the  date 
beyond  which  no  student  can  withdraw  from  the  University 
without  Academic  and  financial  penalty. 

At  that  time,  the  student  enrollment  at  Erindale  will 
have  dropped  to  about  91%  of  its  initial  figure,  if  past 
trends  continue.

Last  Thursday,  we  celebrated  the  299th  performance 
of  HAIR  with  the  Mississauga  Tribe,  at  the  Royal 
Alexandra  Theatre.  We  had  been  told  that  there  were  a  few 
changes  in  the  show  which  needed  to  be  reviewed. 

But  how  does  one  review  HAIR?  Who  notices  changes? 

There  were  changes,  nothing  major  —  a  few  new  songs, 
a  couple  more  props,  and  a  slightly  different  ending. 

I  counted  only  two  songs  that  I  had  not  heard  before  — 
"So  Sing  the  Children,"  and  something  probably  called 
"Lucifer",  although  I  couldn't  identify  it  in  the 
programme.  There  were,  however,  several  new  arrangements 
of  songs  we  all  know,  including  the  trip  song,  "Walking  in 
Space",  which  was  very  effective. 

The  most  noticeable  change,  though,  was  one  that  the 
Confederacy  probably  did  not  intend:  that  of  a  loss  of 
enthusiasm  by  the  cast.  The  excitement  and  joy  which 
flows  from  Robin  White  (Berger),  Laura  Gauthier  (Sheila) 
and  Dorian  Clark  (Tribe)  is  unfortunately  not  enough  to 
carry  the  rest  of  the  cast.  The  dancing  and  acting  has 
become  almost  mechanical,  and  so  the  audience  was  unable 
to  give  the  musical  the  response  it  deserves. 

The  ending  has  lost  some  of  its  effectiveness,  with 
Berger  holding  a  white  cross  in  vampire-slaying  style  over 
Claude's  body.  In  earlier  performances,  the  joyful  "Let  the 
Sunshine  In"  was  continued  until  the  audience  was  leaping 
onto  the  stage.  But  the  second  act  closes  now  after  the 
song,  showing  Berger  and  Claude  alone  on  the  stage.  The 
audience  seemed  less  willing  to  get  up  onto  the  stage 
without  the  song,  words  and  music. 

HAIR  is  certainly  the  most  exciting  show  to  ever  hit 
the  world.  It  still  has  the  buoyancy,  the  utter  joy  in  itselffor 
all  mankind,  but  the  automation  performance  by  some 
members  of  the  cast  is  killing  it.  There  is  a  fine  line  between 
a  relaxed  atmosphere  and  sloppiness.  HAIR  must  be 
careful,  lest  it  slip  over  that  line. 

But  nothing,  even  a  bad  performance,  can  destroy  the 
feeling  of  HAIR.  It  remains,  well,  WOW! ! !

names  were  mentioned  on  the  signs  and  the  people  who 
tore  down  the  signs  did  not  confront  him.  He  feels  that 
they  didn't  because  they  think  him  beyond  reason. 

The  fact  that  the  signs  were  taken  down  has,  in  truth, 

forced    him    into    an    even    more    radical    position.    This 

^^tack-defense    mechanism    results    in    hostility.    If    you 

^pppress  someone's  means  of  communication  he  tends  to 

yell  even  louder. 

Ian  insists  that  he  is  not  proselytizing  or  leading  a 
revolution.  He  only  wants  you  to  do  what  you  want  to  do. 
(He  also  maintains  that  he  is  not  part  of  a  Communist  plot 
even  though  his  hair  is  a  suspicious  colour). 

When  asked  for  advice  for  the  frosh  Ian  replied  "with 
two  words  straight  off  the  top  of  my  head:  fuck  Erindale.".

the  fact,  which  Phil  pointed 
out,  that  Scarborough  and 
Erindale  expect  to  have  an 
equal  undergraduate  student 
population  with  the  St. 
George  campus  by  1975. 

Craig  Perkins,  who  must 
have  the  thick  S.A.C. 
constitution  memorized  by 
heart  (a  compliment),  was 
opposed  on  the  principle 
that  S.A.C. 's  representation 
has  always  been  based  on 
the  college  system  and  that 
to  give  the  satellite  colleges 
a  position  on  the  executive 
would  start  a  clamoring  for 
the  same  privilege  for  all  the 
other  colleges. 

He  felt  that  Erindale 
and  Scarborough  do  not 
need  to  be  guaranteed  posts 
on  the  executive  because 
former  Erindale  S.A.C.  rep 
Su  Crowe,  present  Erindale 
S.A.C.  reps  Bill  Cooper  and 
Phil  Dack  and  Scarborough 
rep  Mike  Hofstetder  have  as 
much  influence  as  they 
would  if  they  were  already 


on  the  S.A.C.  executive. 

Mr.  Ron  Hurd  then 
moved  that  the  S.A.C.  vote 
on  the  sections  be  carried 
out  separately. 

Both  sections  of  the 
amendment  were  passed  by 
a  two  thirds  majority  and 
seven  months  hard  work 
became  a  reality. 

Oddly  enough,  several 
factors  were  working  to 
encourage  some  members  to 
vote  against  the 
amendments.  Several 
members  were  swayed  by 
Mr.  Perkin's  arguments  that 
the  satellite  colleges  had 
enough  influence.  This  is  a 
case  of  excellent  attendance 
and  hard  working  by  all  the 
Erindale  reps,  in  winning 
over  their  opponents. 

Also  important  to  note 
were  the  actions  of  Kate 
Hanson,  an  Erindale  College 
student.  Lobbying  around 
the  meeting,  she  spoke 
against  the  amendments  in 
private  with  such  statements 


as  "Erindale  students  don't 
know  what  they  want". 

Kate's  reasoning  was 
that  last  year  S.A.G.E. 
refused  money  for  her 
performing  arts  committee 
since  much  of  it  was  to  be 
used  downtown.  Instead  of 
setting  up  a  performing  arts 
committee  as  such  at 
Erindale,  she,  for  the  latter 
part  of  last  year,  gave  up  on 
Erindale  stating  that  last 
year's  council  did  not  care 
about  the  St.  George 
campus.  To  this  effect  one 
of  her  most  memorable 
quotes  (speaking  of  Erindale 
college  students)  was 
"provincial  bastards". 

However,  despite  this 
opposition,  the  amendments 
passed  and  the  satellites 
have  been  recognized  as 
equal  to  the  St.  George 
campus  by  the  Student's 
Administrative  Council  of 
the  University  of  Toronto.
